Th« cost of the project is put at £ 2,250, - 
000. and the m a water would be sup­ 
plied by meter for public purposes at a

Out watering of the streets with 
sea watt r is said to be equal to two, or 
even three, with freshwater. 
It pre­ 
vents the decomposition of street refuse, 
it is effective for flushing sewers, and 
particularly valuable for the t xtinction 
of fire.

After breakfast nm„.:.,g much happens 
antil tli chapel hour. 
Now those pris­ 
oners who have “ gone sick” are visited 
by the surgeon or his assistant, and if 
the east's are urgent art' sen* across to the 
infirmary at once. There is no regular 
cell inspection; the governor or his 
deputy makes no round; there is no 
“ taking of reports,” no adjudication of 
pains and penalties for misconduct. All 
this will stand over until Monday; even 
those awaiting punishment, unless it is 
for outrageous acts of violence or de­ 
fiance, turn out to go with their fellows 
to chapel. 
About 9 :30 the chapel boll 
rings for the first service, that of the 
Koman Catholics, who in large prisons 
arc usually “ located” or lodged in one 
part of the prison, near their own chapel. 
The bell for the Church of England serv­ 
ice follows at about 10 a. m. 
Both on marching to chapel and when 
seated within it the various classes and 
categories of prisoners are kept strictly 
separate from each other. Males and fe­ 
males approach the chapel by differ« 'iit 
roads, enter by different doors and oc­ 
cupy different divisions, pews or places 
apart. 
Among the males, too, the con­ 
victed ar«« kept from the unconvicted 
and the debtors from both. The women 
are 
generally seated first, behind a 
screen or within a curtained off, railed 
in iuclosuro. They are, of course, visi­ 
ble to the chaplain, but to no one else 
but their own officers. 
Except for their 
treble voices heard in responses and 
hymns, their presence at tlm service 
would be unknown. 
Now and again, 
ho-wever, an attempt to signal or com­ 
municate has been tri« 'd by individuals 
of opposite sexes; when a dry cough, 
persistently repented, in tho female p«>\v 
finds an answer in another part of the 
chapel, it affords a shrewd suspicion 
that friends are trying to use some code 
made up outside be fore imprisonment. 
One other class is unhappily to lie 
found at times in the jail chapel—a 
very distinct class,lint seldom containing 
more than one representative. 
This is 
sometimes a “ condemned” man in pris­ 
on—one on whom the extieiuo penalty 
has been passed, and who, by tlm usual 
custom, Is allowed “ three clear !>im- 
days” belt re the awful sentenc« * is ac­ 
complished. 
A condemned convict, al­ 
though lie is never left alone, being as 
soeiati'd day and night with two war 
dens a * guardians, is never permitted t<* 
see or be seen by other prisoners.—Lon-

B y the Aditondaek woodsmen along 
the banks of the West Canada creek tho 
otte- is regarded as quite as sly as the 
fox, masmuih as it is very difficult to 
trap in any kind of contrivance. 
There 
are fewer stories about the creature’s in­ 
telligence, as the animals are scarce and 
have not been so much observed as have 
the foxes. 
There has been, and probably is, an 
otter that for six years anyhow, and per­ 
haps longer, has traveled down the creek 
winter and summer about every two 
weeks. 
In the winter it left a running, 
sliding trail in the snow on the ice, sel­ 
dom leaving tin» creek lied to go into a 
cove or overland for a dozen or 15 rods. 
In summer weather it fished and caught 
frogs in the coves of the fiats. 
A good 
many shots have been tired at it and a 
lot of traps set for it, but none was 
ever successful. It is believed by woods* 
men that the otters, like the hell divers, 
loons, mink and others, dodge shot or 
ball. 
I saw this otter once some years 
ago in the summer time, and while only 
one feature of the anim al is distinct in 
my mind, I do not recollect any other 
w ild animal so well. The body is a mere 
glim m er of black in w aving swale grass. 
Even the head is a burly, rusty gray 
shadow, a sort of background for the 
tw o eyes. 
i have seen deers when they were 
standing still looking at me, have look 
ed at squirrels, rabbits, partridges, foxes 
and other wild animals alarmed by my 
presence, hut their forms, rather than 
their eyes, are more or less distinct. 
In 
fact, the eyes seem secondary in the 
mind pictures, except in the case of the 
otter. 
It seems to me that the otter did 
not merely look at me; it was more as 
if it looked into me, the same as the 
sensation one has when some one— a 
man or w om an — “ reads your innermost 
thoughts.” 
Those eyes were large and 
full rounded, dark brown with a shim ­ 
mer of light ftray skating across and 
around tin* center, and with a lively 
beauty as different from the dead beauty 
of a deer’s full eye. 
It sent precisely 
such chills up and down my back as 
dark human eyes have done. 
It was a 
tense, particular look, and not the gen­ 
eral gaze of a bird or other animal. The 
otter, I think, hypnotized me, for I did 
not shoot, although my impression is 
that we looked at one another for a 
m inute or tw o.— Forest and Stream.

Our Indians measure t ime solely by 
days, by sleeps, by moons and by w in­ 
ters. 
The Indian has 110 name for any 
subdivision of time less than a day. 
When he desires to indicate a shorter 
period, lie points to the heavens, and 
measuring off a space says, “ It was as 
long as it would take the sun to go from 
there to there.” A day is from daylight 
to darkness, “ sleep,” or night, 
from > 
dark to daylight. 
He has 110 name for 
any day, nor has he any subdivision ot 
time 
corresponding to our week. 
A 
moon Commences with the first streak 
of the crescent in the west and lasts un 
til the next one appears, hut the days of 
the moon 
are 
neither 
numbered nor 
named. 
“ From winter to w in ter” is 
the nearest approach ho has to our term. 
The year commences with tho first fall 
of snow. 
An Indian w ill toll you lie is 
so many winters old, hut having no 
months or days he never has a birthday. 
The Indians who formerly inhabited 
the southern part of Texas, w h e r e there 
is no snowfall, are said to have fix e d the 
commencement- of the year at the first 
“ norther,” a furious and chilling wind 
that sweeps from the north and is of fre­ 
quent 
occurrence 
during 
the winter 
months. 
No year has any name or number fix­ 
ing a sequence or point of reference, hut 
each band w ill designate a year by its 
most prominent occurrence, as a fight 
with ho.stiles, death of a chief, preva­ 
lence of disease, abundance or scarcity 
of food, or failing anything marvelous 
or striking by the name of the stream on 
w hich was located the winter camp.

The sport of rabbit coursing is receiv­ 
ing a new impetus 
s i n c e the Kansas 
black tailed jack rabbit has entered the 
arena. 
Not until quite recently lias the 
coursing fraternity been aware of the 
great superiority of the jack over the 
cotton tail rabbit or the English hare for 
this purpose. 
Kansas jack rabbits are 


n o w greatly in demand, both in this 
country and in England, and live ones 
command a good price. The difficulty in 
catching them alive is very great, and 
only one man in 
Kansas, so far as 
known, has given his undivided atten­ 
tion to the work. 
Charles 
Payne, 
fam iliarly 
known 
throughout the west as a hunter and 
plainsman, has been a jack rabbit en­ 
thusiast for years, and it 
is largely 
through his efforts that the merits of the 
animal for coursing purposes have be­ 
come so generally recognized. 
The cap­ 
ture of live jacks involves the purchase 
of a great deal of expensive parapher­ 
nalia. 
Mr. Payne has tw o nets made of 
seine twine, 5 feet in height, which, 
when both are extended, reach almost 
across a section, and made expressly for 
catching livp* jacks. 
His method of en­ 
trapping the live jacks is unique. 
It is 
his usual custom, when preparing for 
the raid upon the rabbits, to advertise 
among the farmer boys the day upon 
which the jack rabbit drive is to take 
place. 
A t the appointed tim e hundreds of 
country hoys, mounted on ponies, flock 
to the rendezvous, armed w ith fog horns, 
drums, bells and anything else that w ill 
make discordant music. 
They are de­ 
ployed in a semicircular line tw o miles 
111 front <ff the net, and at a given sig­ 
nal from the marshal of the day the line 
moves toward the net, each man making 
all the noise possible. 
If the hunting 
grounds have been w ell selected, tho 
horsemen w ill 
have 
no 
trouble 
in 
“ bouncing” rabbits innumerable, and 
as they scamper away toward the net, 
followed pellm ell by the eager farmer 
boys, the scene is one of great anim a­ 
tion. 
The rabbits, if they do not becomo 
confused by the noise and excitement, 
bound aw ay toward the net at almost 
lightning 
speed, and many 
iff them 
strike the net so hard that they break 
their necks. Those that survive the shock 
scamper into the pockets which are in ­ 
geniously arranged fur their reception, 
and for them tho jig is up. 
Babbits 
sometimes die < f fright, not having suf­ 
ficient strength to make tin* race for life. 
These rabbit drives are among t he most 
popular sports 
in which the 
prairie 
farmers indulge, and it is customary for 
the organizer of the drive to provide a 
i hounte >us 
spread 
for 
his 
gratuitous 
helpers. — Philadelphia Times.
